Throne Speech Reveals Legislative Plans 


"Red Ensign Made Temporary 


| Canadian Flag Pending House 
Approval of Suitable Design 


By FRANK FLAHERTY 
OTTAWA, Sept. 6.—(CP)—Announcement that the gov- 
ernment has directed use of the red ensign as a distinctive 
Canadian flag, pending the approval by parliament of a par- 
ticular design for a flag was made in the Speech from the 
Throne at the opening today of the 20th session of parlia- 
ment. 

The red ensign which Canadian forces carried into bat- 
tle and which has been the official Canadian flag outside 
Canada for sonie years flew today from the peace tower on 
Parliament buildings as members gathered for the first 
session of the new parliament. 

The 2,500-word speech,

: With expressions of thankfulness that the war is ended, 
the speech directed the attention of members to legislation 
for the period of reconstruction and the long-range mainten- 
ance of peace.

They even dug out 
their last half-bottle of Japanese suntory whisky to drink a toast 
to our meeting 

They had taken scrupulous care of the building where every- 
thing is spotlessly clean, the drapes and rugs of the residence 
carefully rolled up and the garden lawn clipped. On repeated 
oceasions the Swiss had gone into action against fire bombs to
